VEHICLE, MACHINE MAINTENANCE STATION BUILT WITH SOVIET AID

\Text) In execution of the Soviet-Vietnam economic cooperation agreement, 
the Soviet Union has helped us build a number of vehicle and machine main- 
tenance stations with the objective of heightening the repair technique 
standard and shortening the vehicle and machine maintenance time in order 

to quickly put these means into operation and to contribute to increasing 
transportation capacities. The first of 22 stations belonging to the commun- 
ications and transportation sector has been built in Giap Bat (Hanoi) and com- 
pleted on 30 August. Cadres and workers of the Stevedoring Corporation sub- 
ordinate to the Railroad General Department and the Soviet specialist dele- 
gation stationed here (in Giap Bat] have speeded up the construction and 
installation of the project to celebrate our National Day and to greet the 
Soviet-Vietnam international spaceship crew. An industrial production line 
composed of 10 work sections have been perfectly assembled and installed and 
is capable of servicing 250 automobiles and cranes per year. 





in execution of 11 items of Vietnam-Soviet competition, in only the first 10 
days of July, our engineers completed the planning of the entire industrial 
production line including 10 overall drawings which were recognized as a sound 
project by the Soviet sepcialists. Overcoming continual difficulties caused 
by typhoons and rains, the Stevedoring Corporation arranged the construction 
platform, received, assembled and installed machines in only 36 days. To 
complete the building of a vehicle washing ramp to meet construction demands, 
more than 100 cadres and workers worked on sundays and even night shifts. 

The Soviet specialists were constantly present at the wirk site, closely guided 
each construction phase, job and step and set forth measures to achieve the 
goal of commissioning the project ahead of schedule. 


The rapid and neat completion of this project has paved the way for satis- 
factorily building vehicle and machine maintenance stations in many other 
localities.

jowever, the achievements in restoring the material and 
technical base and restoring production are, as compared with 
the pre-war ievels, Still poor, Many economic norm: are still 
far from being fulfilled; the lives of the people are still 
filled with many difficulties, especially for those living 

in the areas heavily damaged by the enemy; and many places 
have been hit continuously PY natural disasters. The 
cooperatives have not been firmly and evenly consolidated in 
accord with the characteristics of and conditions in each 
area. The laborers, arable land, materials, capital, equipment 
and machine capacity and so on have not been utilized fully. 
The potential for growing subsidiary food crops and 
industrial crops, for raising livestock and for carrying on 
forestry operations and the capabilities of the ec aomic 
elements have not been exploited satisfactorily. Many negative 
phenomena in economic and social activities, especially theft, 
illegal trading, the burning and destruction of forests and 
so on, have not been stopped quickly.

AGRICULTURAL PROGRESS AS OF 25 AUGUST REPORTED 
Hanoi NHAN OAN in Vietnamese 1 Sep 80 p 1 


LArticle: “As of 25 August, 2,659,000 Hectares of Tenth-Month 
Rice Had Been Jown and Transplanted" ] 


_Text | VNA news: As of 25 August, the entire country had sown 
and transplanted 2,659,000 hectares of tenth-month rice, 
fulfilling 79 percent of the planned quota for area. This is 
an increase of 310,000 hectares over the same time last year. 


The northern provinces sowed and transplanted 1,225,000 
hectares but because of the heavy rains on 19 and 20 August, 
62,000 hectares were flooded and waterlogged and, of this, 
26,000 hectares were lost completely. Thus, as of 25 August, 
there was 1,196,000 hectares, which is 90.6 percent of the 
plenned quota and which is 90,000 hectares less as compared 
with the same time last year. The provinces and cities that 
sufferred the most serious flooding were Ha Bac, Ha Son Binh, 
Hanoi, Vinh Phu and Hai Hung. In all of northern Vietnam, only 
four provinces -- Binh Tri Thien, Hoang Lien Son, Lai Chau 
and Son La «= have exceeded the quotas for transplanting 
tenth-month rice. The provinces and cities that have 
satisfactorily fulfilled the quotas are Haiphong, 99 percent; 
Thai Binh, 98.9 percent; Thanh Hoa, 99.3 percent; Bac Thai, 
98 percent; and Nghe Tinh, 94 percent. 


There are still 124,000 hectares in the northern provinces 

and cities that have not been transplanted in tenth-month 
rice; of this, there are 20,000 hectares in Ha Son Binh, 
28,000 hectares in Ha Bac, 17,000 hectares in Hai Hung, 13,000 
hectares in Hanoi and 13,000 hectares in Vinh Phu. 


Because the weather was very favorable last week for sowing 
and transplanting, the southern provinces sowed and trans- 
planted an average of 40,000 hectares per day. As of 25 August, 
they had sown and transplanted 1,462,000 hectares, fulfilling 
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72.7 percent of the planned quota. This is 400,000 hectares 
more than that at the same time last year. Lam Dong, Thuan 
Hai, An Giang, Dong Thap, Kien Giang, Long An and Song Be 
provinces have done the sowing and transplanting quickly. 
bong Nai and Ben Tre provinces have done the sowing and 
transplanting slower than last year. 


The tenth-month rice sowing and transplanting season is not 
over yet and the localities have implemented specific 
guidance measures and created favorable conditions for the 
production companies and peasants. It is thus possible that 
this year's tenth-month rice crop will fulfill the norm of 
2 million hectares (during the 1979 tenth-month season, 1.7 
million heetares were sown and transplanted). The rice 
already transplanted is growing well. In a number of provinces 
where brown planthoppers (Nilaparvata lugens) started to 
anfest the rice, the Ministry of Agriculture promptly 
provided guidance and, together with the localities, ridded 
the rice of the insects]. 


in qeneral, throughout the entire country, there are favorable 
conditions and difficulties for tenth-month rice production 
this year. Inthe south, theweather is favorable but in the 
north the weather is complex and is creating many obstacles. 
At a time when the provinces in the Red River Delta were 
suffering from flooding and waterlogging andit rained 
continuously, Binh Tri Thien and Nghe Tinh sufferred serious 
drought. The materials supplied for the tenth-month season 
have not fulfilled the requirements. The amount of nitrate 
fertilizer that has been applied is equal to only half that 
applied at this time last year and the amount of organic 
fertilizer applied is 2 million tons less that last year. 
Doing the weeding and piling up the mud are essential tasks 
but they are being done slower as compared with the same 
period last year. 





In order to successfully complete tenth-month season 
production, the northern provinces must gather manpower and 
change the focus of the farm work to weeding, piling up mud 
and guarding against and controlling harmful insects and 
diseases. They must strive in every way possible to 
satisfactorily protect and look after the tenth-month rice area 
already transplanted and ensure that the rice all grows well. 
They must inspect and concretely evuluate the winter season 
plans of the primary installations. The provinces must guide 
the cooperatives in readying enough winter crop varieties andin 
making plans to mobilize the families to participate in winter 
season production. The southern provinces must urgently 
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harvest the summer-autumn rice and, at the same time, step 

up the rate of sowing and transplanting of tenth-month rice 
and strive to exceed the quotas for area transplanted in order 
to take new steps forward in expanding the rice area, 
especially in the Mekong Delta,

(Summary) "The consequences of typhoons Nos 4 and 6 and of the many 
tropical depressions which brought heavy rainfalls have caused countless 
difficulties to the l0th-month crop production in the Bac Bo Delta and 
midlands and in the northern part of Trung Bo. Therefore caring for 
LOth-month rice and further stepping up winter crop production are now 
important tasks for the Bac Bo and Trung Bo Provinces." 


[It is necessary to expand winter crop acreages in order to meet the needs 
of the people, especially those living in areas seriously afiected by 
natural calamities. We now have thousands of hectares of land which were 
left uncultivated in the lLOth-month season and which can be used for the 
winter crop production as soon as the floodwaters recede. 


In order to make full use of our land, we must first of all satisfactorily 
solve such problems as increasing the supply of seeds of all sorts, 
organizing laborers to implement those policies which promote multi- 
cropping, and mustering all peasants to work on the production front. 


"Firmly grasping the land areas that can be cultivated, each production 
establishment must revise its production plan in order to expand the 
winter crop acreage to the largest extent possible. Those remaining 
lands--those left uncultivated by production establishments--will be lent 
out to each group of cooperative members or each individual cooperative 
member in order to cultivate the winter crops." 


It is necessary to sow sweet potato seedlings before 15 October so that 
they can take root before the winter arrives. It is also necessary to 
grow short-term vegetables in all areas where conditions permit. 


Each unit must select a crop pattern suitable to its soil and its sowing 
scheduie in order to expand the acreage and increase the productivity 

of winter crops without adversely affecting the winter-spring rice crop 
that follows. 


“Overfulfilling the winter crop production plan in terms of acreage and 
yield will contribute to easing the current strain on food supply."

[Text] After 9 years of production expansion, the winter crop 
occupies a notable position in the crop rotation structure in 
the localities in Bac Bo and it has brought practical benefits 
on all three fronts: increasing the amount of food for the 
people, feed for the livestock and goods for export. During 
last year's winter season, the largest area ever was cultivat- 
ed and the largest amount of products ever was obtained: more 
than 270,000 hectares were plantedand 500,000 tons of 
subsidiary food crops (calculating dry flour in paddy 
equivalent) and many other products were harvested. 





The production practices of many years have shown that winter 
crops can not only be grown in the lowland and Bac Bo midland 
areas but that the planting of such crops, using suitable 
varieties, can also be expanded in the northern Trung Bo and 
mountain provinces, especially in the warm mountain areas. By 
cqradually expanding [the use of] short-term, high-yield 
varieties of rice such as 75-6, 75-10, Can Tho 1, Can Tho 2 and 
so on, the winter crop planting season can be extended andcrop 
allocations will be richer and this will contribute to 
expanding the winter crops without reducing the yields of the 
two rice crops. 


Concerning thewinter season, much experience has been gained 
and the new technological achievements provide favorable 
conditions but the coming production season faces many 
difficulties because the tenth-month crop was flooded. The 

two urgent problems that must be satisfactorily solved in each 
locality and production unit are to determine suitable 

crop allocations and to provide the intensive cultivation 
conditions [necessary] for each type of crop. 
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In order to be able to plant many crops in a year, the crops 
of each season must be arranged very closely on each plot, In 
order to | obtain] land for growing relatively long-term winter 
crops, the tenth=-month rice must be harvested early in 
September. The short-term winter crops and the tubers that 
can be grown when the weather is cold must be planted in 
Uctober. Each district and cooperative should quickly inspect 
each early tenth-month rice planting at their units and 
promptiy readjust the winter crop allocations. There must be 
adequate amounts and varieties of crop seed in accord with 
the field plans. Readying adequate amounts of seed of various 
types is the first guarantee of the production season. 


The more crops that are grown per wnit of area, the more 
necessary it becomes to carry on intensive cultivation. If 
this is not done, the yearly production results will decline 
and the soil will deteroriate. Only after seed, water and 
fertilizer have been simultaneously provided in a satisfactory 
manner can intensive cultivation be carried on. The amount of 
fertilizer [used] must increase in accord with the multi- 
cropping area. Orqanic fertilizer, especially duckweed, is 
still the main source of fertilizer at present. This season, 
an effort must be made to plant 250,000 hectares in duckweek 
in order to later compost it to make fertilizer ror the 
winter crops and to produce seed for the fifth-month and 
spring season. The fields planted in potatoes must be 
fertilized with duckweed in order to clearly increase yields: 
1 ton of duckweed must be applied to each hectare of fields 
in order to produce an additional 60 to 100 kilograms of 
potatoes, 


\ number of the production stimulation policies that have been 
promulgated, especially the policies concerning utilizing the 
fields fully and concerning distribution in the — —* 
have stimulated the peasants to enthusiastically expand the 
area and the intensive cultivation of the winter crop. The 
lessons from carrying out the new policies must be learned 
quickly, the positive aspects must be exploited, the weak- 
nesses must be overcome and the collective area not planted 
during the winter season must be announced soon in order to 
allow cooperative members to borrow it to fulfill the rational 
contract policies and guarantee all three interests (the 
interests of the state, of the collectives and of the 
laborers).

[Summary] This year's winter crop is important to Ha Son Binh Province; 
for a successful crop will create favorable conditions for cultivation 
during the first year of the third 5-year plan. Ha Son Binh Province is 
used to and is experienced in growing winter crops. It used to be one 
of several Bac Bo Delta provinces where potatoes were grown early. 


"In the course of expanding the winter crops, Ha Son Binh Province has 
paid attention to developing the area of farinaceous plants, considering 
it their primary objective to collect a large quantity of subsidiary food 
crops within a short time."" Over the past 3 years, the winter crop area 
has always increased. The province is faced with some difficulties in 
growing this year's winter crops because the planting of 10th-month rice 
has fallen behind schedule and flood water has only slowly drained, 
upsetting the allocation of land to winter crop planting. Moreover, most 
of the materials, fuel and fertilizer, which are usually in short supply, 
have been used in fighting waterlogging to protect the 10th-month rice. 


"In order to get 80,000 tons of rice-equivalent subsidiary food crops, 
the province has launched a drive to grow about 30,000 hectares of subsi- 
diary food crops this winter." The experiences in growing the winter 
crops over che past 10 years have revealed that the crop season calls 

for intensive labor and close leadership. The rates of developing the 
winter crops in the past few years have been rather quick but not uniform 
in various districts under the same conditions. "Never before has the 
province fulfilled more than 80 percent of the plan norm. In some years, 
it fulfilled only 50 percent of the prescribed norm. It has not been 
possible to carry out the plan for fully using more than 10,000 hectares 
planted to a single 10th-month rice crop in the mountainous region for 
some years now." This is because of difficultie created by weather 
conditions and shcrtages of materials and draft force. However, the main 
cause was poor leadership and some wrong views--views which held that the 
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winter crop wae an additional unplanned crop. As 4 result, the supply 


of capital, seeds and Materials to these localities growing winter crops 
were left unplanned for years, 


‘This situation has ended with this year's winter crop season, More than 
600 tractora have been repaired and materiale have been provided. When 
the | loed water has receded and tie LOth=-month rice has been reaped, the 
provinetal people will take to ricefields to plant the winter crops." 

The prevince now hae more than 13,000 tone of potato seeds being well

{Text} During the sovement of competition which pite them against Vu Thang 
(Thai Binh) and Dinh Cong (Thanh Hoa), many cooperatives and production 
companies have tried hard through intensive farming to boost rice productivity. 
Twenty-nine cooperatives have attained a yield of more than 5 tons per 
hectare, and more than 100 others from 4 tons upward during the winter-spring 
crop season, 


These advanced units have created a lot of good experiences, Despite 
differences in economic and natural environment characteristics, all advanced 
cooperatives have one thing in common: they make the correct use of basic 
capital resources--namely, labor and land, While they persistently develop 
agriculture along the direction of intensive cultivation, advanced cooperatives 
have all concentrated their efforts on solving two crucial technical problems:

|Text) NHAN DAN carries on page 2 an article by Phan Ngoc Sen entitled: 
“What Muet Be Done and How Must We Do to Solve the Grain Problem of 
Society,” dealing with measures for accelerating grain production in 
Minh Hai Province. 


The article says: 


After liberation, especially since 1977, Minh Hai Province has broken 
60,000 hectares of virgin land, of which more than 8,000 hectares were 
cleared by state farms and agricultural cooperatives. To date the 
province has cleared about 20,000 hectares and put them under 10th-month 
rice cultivation. 


Conscious of its responsibility to the entire country, Minh Hai grows 
rice as its main crop and cultivates a large subsidiary crop area in 
conformity with the slogan: An inch of land is an inch of gold. 


The article points out the following experiences which Minh Hai has 
learned from its supervision of the clearing of virgin land and expansion 
of rice areas: 


1. Minh Hai has still a large, unexploited but fertile area and more 
than 150,000 hectares of fallow land. Along with intensive cultivation 
and multicropping, the clearing of virgin land and the expansion of the 
cultivated areas are strategically important tasks. Localities and 
sectors must be aware of and struggle to fulfill these great tasks of the 
province, as well as of the entire country. Only thus can the unlimited 
and creative strength of the people be developed. 


2. We must thoroughly understand the main tasks set forth for new 


economic zones during the early years of their establishment. They 
consist of organizing the clearing of virgin land, including the foremost

and decisive water conservancy work, and of building material and technical 
bases on which production is to be organized. These two tasks are 
interrelated and interdependent, 


}, Planning, probing and survey must be carried out before production 
begins. In planning, we must set forth sound guidelines by combining 
immediate with long-term tasks, manual with mechanized work and rudimentary 
with modern means, by carrying out tasks according to the order of 
priorities, and by combining large-scale projects with medium and small 
scale ones. In each period of time, we must concentrate on completing 

each main task in each main area in a bid to gradually build new economic 
zones into zones which are economically strong, politically stable, firm 

in defense and civilized in the everyday life. 


Clearing virgin land, expanding the cultivated areas, building new 
economic zones, redistributing labor forces on a national scale under the 
leadership of the central authority are actually a large revolutionary 
movement.

MAF LNE PRODUCTS MINISTRY REVIEWS FISHING SITUATION, SETS FORTH NEW TASKS 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 31 Aug 80 pp 1,4 


(Text) VNA==The Ministry of Marine Products recently met in Hanoi and Ho 
Chi Minh City with leading cadres of marine products services and corpor- 
ations to revtew the implementation of the state plan, to hear of and debate 
on the working methods and useful experiences of the Con Dao State-Operated 
Fishing Enterprise (Vung Tau-Con Dao Spacial Zone) and to determine the 
guidelines for and tasks of the marine products sector in the last 6 months 
o the vear. 


Uwing to objective difficulties and to shortcomings in guiding and organizing 
task execution and in organizing production and management, the marine pro- 
ducts sector has, in general, failed to fulfill the principal norms of the 
state plan for the first 6 months of 1980 and has also achieved less than 
during the same period last year. 


Nevertheless, by exerting great efforts, certain localities and units have 
obtained fairly good initial results from the method of concentrated seasonal 
fishing. The Vung Tau-Con Dao Special Zone has fulfilled 53.7 percent of the 
yearly exploitation plan and has surpassed the product delivery norm indicated 
in the 1980 overall plan. Nghia Binh Province has met 65.5 percent of the 
exploitation plan norm and 46.6 percent of the product delivery norm set in 
the yearly plan. Phu Khanh Province has reached 61.7 percent of the ex- 
ploitation plan norm and 44,3 percent of the product delivery norm set in 

the yearly plan. The Haiphong Marine Products Consolidated Enterprise has 
attained 56.6 percent of the yearly exploitation plan norm-a 54-percent 
increase over the first 6 months of 1979. The volume of marine products 
exploited in the first 6 months of this year by the state-operated marine 
products sector in Nghia Binh exceeds the total volume of production in 

1979 by 57.6 percent. 


Notworthy fe the fact that the outstanding achievements made and valuable 
lessons and experiences drawn by the Con Dao State-Operated Fishing Enter- 
prise (Vung Tau-Con Dao Special Zone) have been studied and applied by a 
number of localities and installations; the enterprise has continuously over- 
fulfilled the plan norms assigned to it over the past 4 years and has always 
surpassed the norm it had reached the previous year. It is trying to achieve 
| yearly output of 13,000 tons by raising the exploitation capacity of each 
laborer to 28 tons per year. 











Delegates to the meetings heard reports on the working method and experiences 
of the Con Dao State-Operated Fishing Enterprise and spent much time dis- 
cussing and analyzing these method and experiences with a view to applying 
them to the actual situation in their respective localities and installations 


and to formulating new working methods for production, management and dis- 
tribution, 


After reviewing the situation, Minister of Marine Products Do Chinh officially 
launched among the entire sector 4 movement to study and creatively apply the 


experiences of the Con Dao State-Operated Fishing Enterprise by taking the 
following teasures: 


=-=Determine the guidelines, taske and structure of the fishing occupation; 
choose appropriate equipment; and make sound, realistic in-depth investments 
in capital construction with the objective of achieving the highest and 
quickest economic effectiveness.

STATISTICS ON RICE TRANSPLANTATION--According to the General Statistics 
vepartment, as of 15 September, the country had transplanted 2,830, 350 
nectares of LOth-month rice, showing an increase of more than 160,000 
hectares over the same period last year. However, only 85 percent of 
Lhe planting in the planned areas has been achieved. Prior to typhvon 
No 6, the north had transplanted almost 1.2 million hectares, achieving 
¥l percent of the plan. After the typhoon, the transplanted area was 
decreased to 1,157,000 hectares. Typhoon No 6 caused heavy rains in 
many areas and submerged 46,000 hectares of ricefields. The southern 
provinces and cities, taking advantage of favorable weather conditions, 
have continued transplanting lLOth-month rice. Over the past 10 days, 
the south has transplanted an additional 65,000 hectares, but the pace 
is now slower than last year. As of 15 September, peasants in the south 
had achieved 83.2 percent of the planned transplantation. The 10th-month 
rice plants are growing fairly satisfactorily. The area affected by 
harmful insects is reduced as compared with last year. [Excerpt]

POWER OFFICIAL DISCUSSES REASONS FOR ELECTRICITY LOSS 
Hanoi KY THUAT DIEN LUC in Vietnamese No 3, May-Jun 80 pp 1-2, 15 


(Article by Vu Duc Gila, of the Northern Electric Power Corporation: "On the 
Loss of Electric Power in the Northern Electricity grid at Presen »] 


LText | Bleetric power lost in the grid of the Northern Electric Power 
Corporation in 1979 amounted to 17.45 percent of all electricity generated 
by the electric power plants. That loss was equal to the output of an 
average-sized power plant in 1979. 


Therefore, striving to reduce the loss of electric power is one of the key 
missions not only in the electricity production, transmission, and distribu- 
tion sectors, but also in the electricity consumption sector. 


When viewing the data regarding the loss of electricity during recent years, 
we see that the ratio of electricity loss has tended to steadily increase 
(from 16.3 percent to 17.45 percent). Indeed, those figures are only an 
approximation of the true situation. 


There are many reasons for the increasing loss of electric power from the 
northern electricity grid, but we may list the following reasons: 


i. The development of the electricity grid is not yet balanced: there is a 
lack of balance between generation and transmission, and between the source 
and the secondary transmission system (including capabilities, requirenents, 
and geography). Therefore, the electricity grid does not operate economic- 
ally. Most of the transmission lines must carry an electrical current much 
stronger than what is considered economical (over long periods of time we 
must allow the transmission lines to carry electric currents that are within 
the alloable limits with regard to heat generation). 


2. The vo.tage at many points in the grid is lowered because of a lack of 
corresponding resistance capacity and because some voltage transformers do 
not adjust the voltage being transmitted. Furthermore, we must bring in 

resistance equipment from distant places to secondary transmission systen. 
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3}. In operating the grid we do not yet pay adequate attention to its econo- 
mic operatio, systems, Many transformers operate below capacity, especially 
those in the agricultural electricity grid (when there are droughts and 
floods our country's agriculture requires a large amount of electricity, but 
when there are no floods or droughts the transformers operate below capa- 
city). 


4, Furthermore, there is a loss of electricity caused by failure to collect 
electricity bills, by the stealing of electricity, by incomplete calcoula- 
tions, etc. (cor: oreial losses), 


During the recent period, in omer to analyze the amounts of electricity 
lost by the various means the Corporation has applied the methods of tech- 
nical calculations, experimental measuring and counting, and statistical 
auditing, 


With regard to technical calculations, it has used the method of calculating 
the average squared electrical current which is, we believe, relatively 
accurate with regard to the 110 KV grid, 


In making calculations, we have encountered difficulties in obtaining data 
regarding the distribution of electricity within the grid (because of an 
insufficiency of meters and recording equipment. However, we have relied on 
the existing measuring facilities and statistics, and on the laws governing 
the electricity use of the secondary transmission system, etc., in calculat- 
ing and auditing, so the results we have attained have been relatively 
accurate. 


When dividing our calculations into phases we paid attention to selecting 
model months, and divided time into months and the seasonal schedule of the 
agricultural transmission lines. 


When analyzing the loss of electricity from the 110 KV electricity grid in 
1978 nad 1979 we see that: 


In 1978, 9.5 percent of the electricity transmitted by the 110 KV lines was 
lost, and in 1979 9.55 percent (of all electricity sent into the 110 KV 
grid) was lost. . 


The greatest losses in the 110 KV grid occurred from the 110 KV lines 
carrying electricity from Thac Ba to Dong Anh and from Ninh Binh to Thach 
To-Huyen Ky. 


In 1979 the Thac Ba power plant generated a great deal of electricity, so 
the loss of electricity from the 110 KV lines from Thac Ba was even greater. 
It must be stressed that as long as the capacity of the secondary transmis- 
sion lines is less than the generating capacity of the Thai Nguyen power 
plant, and as long as the capacity of the secondary transmission lines of 
the Viet Tri-Yen Bai area is small, even more electricity will be lost 

from the lines carrying electricity from Thac Ba. 
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Because of the structure of the 110 KV grid, in general the transmission 
\ines carry an electricity load greater than that which is economical in 
terme of ite designed capacity, Of course, that situation will be gradually 
overcome as the grid is completed and the secondary transmission lines are 
distributed more rationally. 


In 1978 and 1979 losses from the 110 KV transformers equalled almost one- 
third of the losses from the 110 KV transmission lines. In 1978 losses from 
.10 KV transformers were somewhat larger than in 1978 (mainly because more 
transformers were in operation). 


In general, the 110 KV transformers were operated at full capacity. During 
times of floods or droughts, a small number of low-voltage transformers 
operated a iittle beyond their design capacities, 


In comparison to the total amount of electricity lost from the system, the 
Losses trom the 110 KV grid were relatively large: more than 50 percent in 
.975 and nearly 50 percent in 1979, 


As anaiyzed above, the amount of electricity lost from the 110 KV grid was 
large because the grid had to carry a large load (both in normal periods and 
in peak periods) from sources that are distant from the secondary transmis- 
sion centers, and because the load carried was much greater than the 
economical load. 


Some power plants in our system send electricity directly into the 35 KV 
grid. But in comparison to the total amount of electricity transmitted on 
the 35 KV lines, it is a small amount. Thus in recent years the electricity 
transmitted on the 110 KV grid has increased greatly, the amount of electri- 
city transmitted on the 35 KV grid which connects with the 110/35/6 KV 
transformer stations has increased and, therefore electricity losses on the 
35 KV net have also increased, 


Many difficulties were also encountered in calculating the electricity lost 
from the 35 KV grid, for the present structure of the 35 KV grid is very 
complicated and there is a shortage of measuring facilities. 


The bases have made many efforts to use such existing facilities as meters, 
secondary transmission statistics, the operational rules of the secondary 
transmission system, etc., to accurately calculate the ratio of electricity 
lost from the 35 KV grid. However, the task of calculating and analyzing 
losses has not been carried out meticulously, so the results are not truly 
accurate. 


Among the losses from the 35 KV grid, those in Gone II were the greatest. 
Attention must be paid to this matter in the process of improving the 
electricity grid in Zone I. In the other zones (such as zones II and III) 
the amount of electricity transmitted on the 35 KV grid has also greatly 
increased, and some 35 KV transmission lines must carry electricity 
excessive distances and carry a heavier load than that considered economic- 
al, which causes considerable loss of electricity and voltage. 
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With regard ‘o the present situation of the 3-10 KV grid, calculations of 
electricity loss have also been based solely on the existing measurement 
data (for that grid is very extensive and complex), so the data is not 
precise, The agricultural transmission lines supplying that electricity are 
quite long, and the operating time is short (1,500 to 2,000 hours a year), 
So the amount of electricity lost from them is not very great. It must be 
especially stressed that most of the electricity lost from the 3-10 KV 
transmission lines is lost from the underground cables in the large cities, 
for the number of nours during which those cables operate at or in excess 

of capacity is very great. 


Furthermore, attention must be paid to the transformers of the agricultural 
electricity erid, which operate under capacity for a very large number of 
hours, 


The amount of electricity lost from the low-voltage electricity grid cannot 
yet be calculated (there is a plan to utilize the method of calculating 
electricity losses on the basis of calculating voltage losses), However, 
the amount of electricity sold from the low-voltage grid amounts to only 
about one-tenth of all electricity that is generated and the increase in the 
amount of electricity lost from that grid is due to failure to collect bills 
and to the stealing of electricity. 


We nave above discussed the situation of, and the reasons for, the loss of 
electricity during recent years, and have analyzed how the electricity is 
lost. In fact, the task of resolving the remaining problems and lowering 
the level of electricity loss is a very difficult one which must be per- 
formed step-by-step and over a long period of time. 


According to foreign data, even in some developed industrial nations a 
considerable amount of electricity is lost from electrical transmission 
grids of 110 KV or greater voltage (which accounts for more than half of the 
total electricity lost). Their electricity grids also do not always operate 
at an economical level, there is little compensating resistance capacity, 
and there are losses of electricity and income. However, our lost electri- 
city ratio is still too high in comparison to the advanced levels. There- 
fore, we must take steps to reduce losses. In the immediate future, we must 
resolve the following problems: 


1, Depending on the specific situation of the electricity grid, determining 
rational operating formulas (such as rationally utilizing the peak time and 
normal capacities of the electricity sources, determining the rational 
laying of transmission lines, rationally installing step-up voltage trans- 
formers in order to increase voltage, cut off the voltage transformers 
operating too much below capacity, etc.). 


2. Doing a good job of utilizing the existing condensers and the revolving 
condensers (including those of customers). Installing additional revolving 
condensers to reduce the transportation of resistance capacity from far 
away for use in secondary transmission.

HA DONG-HOA BINH POWER LINE--The construction of the Ha Dong-Hoa Binh 220KV 
overhead transmission line began the development of the 220KV high-voltage 
erTid in the north and will play an iaportant role in carrying electric power 
from the Hoa Binh Hydroelectric Station to the secondary transmission cen- 
ter, In the near future, between 1980 and 1985, that transmission line will 
temporarily operate at J5KV, then at LIOKV, in order to supply electricity 
for the construction of the Hoa Binh hydroelectric site. That transmission 
line is divided into two distinct segments. The first segment passes through 
the lowlands. When there are major floods some places in that area are sub- 
merged in shallow water, but the water level falls rapidly, so there are many 
advantages. The second segment is in the pledmont region, where the terrain 
is more complicated than in the first segment, which creates more difficult-

EDLTORLAL STRESSES DEVELOPMENT OF RIVER, COASTWISE SHIPPING 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 30 Aug 80 pp 1, 4 
[Editorial: “Develop Waterways and Local Transportation") 


{Text| Nature has been kind to our country and has endowed it with more than 
3,000 kms of seashores which greatly facilitate the development of water 
communications and transportation. More than half the total number of pro- 
vinces lie along the coastline and most of the remaining provinces can 
possibly relay the transportation of commodities from the coastal provinces. 
A river transportation network exists everywhere in both regions of our 
country, especially in both the Bac Bo and Nam Bo deltas. It is possible 

to carry out river transportation activities throughout the year on a vast 
area. Development of river and coastwise shipping requires less investments 
than development of road and railroad shipping. At a time when the material- 
technical facilities of the road and railroad sector s.ill depends in a large 
measure on the importation of bridge and railway construction materials and 
of locomotives, cars, gasoline, oil, accessories, tires and inner tubes-- 

the exploitation of the latent and existing potentials of the waterway trans- 
portation sector will bring about a lower transportation cost. 


in both the short and long terms, the river and coastwise shipping sectors 

at both the central and local levels must be developed quickly and vigorously. 
It is necessary to uniformly restore, transform and build a seaport network 
extending from North to South Vietnam and including piers, warehouses, storage 
fields, stevedoring equipment and port entry and exit roads. A number of cargo 
ships plying along the coastline must be transformed into cargo-passenger ships 
to ply between North and South Vietnam to transport an important number of 
passengers and a large volume of goods between the two regions. 


River transportation requires both the central and local levels to rapidly 
build river ports endowed with adequate wharves, warehouses, storage fields 
and semimechanized and fully mechanized stevedoring equipment in order to 
quickly set ships free; at the same time, the mechanized equipment of the 
communications, water conservancy and agricultural sectors and others must 

be concentrated on dredging the indispensable river sections and transforming 
the water current to facilitate the passage of ships and boats. Under the 
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present conditions, it ie possible te develop the following river and coastwise 
Lranaportation means: Cugboate, barges and boate made of domestic materials 
such a8 iron and steel sheets, steel or bamboo reinforced concrete and so forth, 
lranatorming and building anew many river ships and boats to carry passengers 
is @ Hecessary measure aimed at enabling the railroad sector to concentrate 

its capacities on carrying commodities and aleo at saving fuel by reducing 

the use of automobiles to carry passengers. To rapidly develop river shipping, 
the various localities=-especially the Naw bo delta provinces=-must take care 
to draw up specific projects and plane and to set forth development objectives 
and tates for each fixed period of time, 


in view of the present sitaution when our economy is still basically agricul- 
tural and our mechanical industry still undersized, it is necessary to over- 
come the tendency to develop mechanized transportation means alone while neg- 
lecting rudimentary and improved transportation means. In conjunction with 
the use of mechanized means, each locality must increase its transportation 
capacities by developing rudimentary and improved means such as delivery 
tricycles, carte with wheel ball bearings and tires to be drawn by animals, 
bamboo and wooden boats of all types... in order to carry goods on short dis- 
tances, The transportation method to be applied is that villages take their 
transportation means to districts to receive goods and carry them home, that 
districts take their transportation means to provinces [to receive goods and 
carry them home] and that provinces send their transportation means to fixed 
centrally-run points such as railway stations and large harbors to carry 
goods back to their respective areas.
